Time needed on Hmong issue 


Intrusion 6 can’t be 
j stopped overnight

D espite some progress in tackling 
Lao cross-border insurgency, 
Defence Minister Chuan Leekpai 
acknowledged yesterday that it needed 
more time to permanently end the 
problem. 

Mr Chuan admitted that the problem 
of "ill-intentioned persons” could not 
be solved overnight but Thailand was 
seriously tackling it with a clear policy 
not to allow them to use the country as 
an operational base for cross-border 
attacks in Laos. 

Laos calls Hmong insurgents "ill- 
intentioned persons”. 

The insurgency issue was raised by 
Lao Defence Minister Choummaly 
Sayasone at yesterday's General Border 
Committee meeting. 

Lt-Gen Choummaly highlighted the 
issue at a press conference later by 
reminding that the insurgents were a 
threat not only to Laos but also Thais 
living along the border. 

They have reportedly stepped up 
anti-Laotian government activities over 
the past few months mainly in the 
capital Vientiane. But Lt-Gen Choum-

maly, who is also deputy prime minis- 
ter, said the situation had returned to 
normal. 

The two sides ’have also agreed not to 
let their border patrols violate their 
respective air, water and land ter- 
ritories except for humanitarian 


reasons to prevent border conflicts. 

But security sources at the meeting 
admitted the difficulty in translating 
the pledge into practice due to the 
unmarked borderline. 

The two countries are demarcating 
their 700km land border and have yet 
to survey and demarcate their river 
boundary which stretches to around 
1,100km in the Mekong River. 

Laos over the past year has accused 
Thailand of repeatedly intruding its 
border areas in Uttaradit and Ubon 
Ratchathani and the Mekong River but 
Thailand has rejected their claims. 

To end the accusations and prevent 
future misunderstandings, Thailand 
has proposed the setting up of a joint 
Mekong Border Patrol Unit but Thai 
security sources said Laos has 
turned down the idea on grounds that 
it had insufficient manpower and 
boats. 

Mr Chuanassuredyesterday that the 
unit under the navy was operating with 
the aim of combatting contraband 
trade and narcotics trafficking along 
the river. 

The two countries agreed in the 
meeting yesterday to comprehensively 
combat drugs trafficking and 
chemical precursors being used in their 
production which, Mr Chuan 
said, was a security threat to both coun- 
tries.

Bangkok accused 
of backing rebels 


Hmong blamed for 
spate of bombings

L aos accused Thailand yesterday of 
supporting anti-government groups 
I believed to be behind a recent bombing 
campaign in the communist country. 
i A senior Lao government official, 

! who declined to be“ identified, said 
some Thai officials were backing anti- 
government Hmong activists who have 
been blamed for a number of 
explosions in the capital Vientiane 
i since March, 
i The latest explosion on June 6 
! injured three people on a bus at Vien- 
j tiane’s central bus station, the state- 
| run Vientiane Times has reported. 

! In March, at least 13 people includ- 
| ing nine foreign tourists, were injured 
| in a blast at a restaurant in the capital. 

, “It is obvious that the explosions 
i that have occurred in Laos recently 
. were the work of anti-government 
: groups of former Hmong soldiers,” a 
I senior Lao government official said. 

“They are entering Laos to cause the 
1 trouble in our country from Thailand 
where some Thai officials are backing 
them.” 

Some analysts believe the Hmong 


are not responsible for the recent 
bombings, but that the attacks are the 
work of other groups dissatisfied with 
the government. 

The official said Lao diplomats told 
their Thai counterparts to back off and 
stop supporting the anti-government 
activists from the Hmong ethnic high- 
land minority. 

He estimated that 300 Hmong had 
recently entered Laos from a monastery 
in northern Thailand. 

Laos would set up village volunteer 
forces to fight against the “terrorists”, 
he said. 

Oum Maolanond, deputy spokes- 
man of the Foreign Ministry, denied the 
allegation. He said Thailand had a 
standing policy not to allow any person 
or groups to use its. soil to conduct 
subversive activities in neighbouring 
countries. 

Thailand and Laos have maintained 
a friendly relationship and they would 
co-operate in making sure that no-one 
can undermine their good relations. 

During the Vietnam War, many 
Hmong were rechiited to join under- 
cover US and Thai forces to fight 
against Lao communist guerrillas. 

Hmong were also active against 
communist troops from the former 
North Vietnam who used parts of Laos 
to ferry supplies to Viet Cong forces 


fighting against the former US-backed 
Saigon regime. 

Once the the Laos People’s Revol- 
utionary Party took control of the 
country in December 1975, many 
Hmong fighters and their families fled 
to Thailand where they lived in temples 
and refugee camps. There is also a 
sizable community of Hmong refugees 
in the United States. 

"These criminals are malicious peo- 
ple who must be stopped,” the Vien- 
tiane Times said of Hmong insurgents 
in a commentary published last week. 

There are believed to be several 
Hmong groups active in Laos with 
around 10,000 fighters operating 
against the government. 

Reports have said Laos had 
requested military help from Vietnam, 
and that Vietnamese troops had been 
seen on Vientiane’s streets, charges 
later denied by both Hanoi and Vien- 
tiane. 

The Lao government is preparing to 
celebrate the 25th anniversary of its 
revolution in December and has said 
anti-government forces are stepping up 
terrorist acts in bids to embarrass and 
discredit the country. 

“It is an attempt to make the world 
community feel that Laos is not a safe 
country, even 25 years after the revol- 
ution,” the official said.

I wish to give you a true account of the problems in Laos 
which started in 1975 and have continued to the year 2000. 


In 1975, the United States government withdrew its forces 
from Laos, but the government of Vietnam did not withdraw its 
forces and joined with the Pathet Lao in overthrowing Laos by 
violence until they were successful. From 1975 to 2000, the 
governments of Laos and Vietnam have not stopped waging a war of 
ethnic cleansing in Laos (mostly against the Hmong) . More than 
350,000 civilians have been killed. The reason this happened was 
because some of those who were murdered were soldiers for the CIA 
and joined the United States government in waging war for more 
than fifteen years and have therefore been the targets of revenge 
and ethnic cleansing by the governments of Laos and Vietnam ever 
since. But the truth is that most of those who were killed were 
civilians . 


In this, the year 2 000, the government of Vietnam has sent 


more than 5 regiments of armed forces into Laos to join with the 
government of Laos in making war against the people who still 
remain in the rebel areas and also the people in many other areas 
of Laos that the government of Laos does not trust. Starting in 
November 1999 and continuing to May 2000, the governments of Laos 
and Vietnam have used B8 airplanes and large and small arms to 
attack the rebel areas: "special areas” of Saysomboun, which are 
Phahay, Phou Bia, Mouak Mou Phoumy, Nam Tao, Phou Ta Pho, and 
areas of Bolikhansay Province, Khammouan Province, and 
Xiengkhouang Province. The places that have been attacked the 
hardest are the “special areas" of Saysomboun where more than 
1000 civilians were killed. 

Requests 

We request that the United States government. United Nations, 
United Nations Children’s Fund, and the Commissioner for Human 
Rights come resolve these problems in Laos so that the Lao people 
can live in peace. 

1 . Set up a peaceful partition in Laos right away so that 
the people can escape the killing and ethnic cleansing. 

2 . Make the government of Vietnam withdraw its forces 
unconditionally, as soon as possible, from Laos in accordance 
with the agreement they made in 1973. 


3. We ask for food, medicine, and clothing to save the 
lives of the people in the rebel provinces right away. 

4 . We ask you to review the requests that were presented so 
you can know [what happened in] 1999. 

If these request are not addressed, we request that the 
United States government, the United Nations, the United Nations 
Children’s Fund, and the United Nations High Commission for Human 
Rights go in and get the people and the resistance fighters, who 
have been fighting for freedom and democracy in Laos, and bring 
them out and give them political asylum in a third country right 
away. 


We hope that the problems described above will be resolved 
as you see fit.

Please see attached classified EC on yet another Hmong Resistance group with US connection. FYI, 
this morning's issue of the Bangkok Post reported a meeting between Thailand’s Minister of Foreign 
Affairs Surin Pitsuwan and Laos Prime Minister Sisavath Keobounphan in Vientiane, Laos yesterday, 
5/3/00, whereby the Thai official had to deny that "the Lao rebels are not being given sanctuary on Thai 
soil, nor are they allowed to use it as a base for anti-Vientiane activities". 


According to the article, "the Lao reports have suggested anti-communist Hmong from Wat Tham 
Krabok, Saraburi, were involved in a recent clash in the northern province of Xieng Khuong". This area is 
identifiable with the location listed in the warning letter ("the special battle zone in the city of 
Xaysoumboun, Xieng Khuang"). This is a very famous and well-visited tourist area, also known as the 
Plain of Jars. I cannot tell if the Chao Fa are responsible for the reported clashes, but thought you may 
need to be aware of the information when you make inquiries. 

As you can see, Thailand is under heavy pressure by its neighboring countries as ma ny of the 
so-called freedom fighters have been using Thai soil as a transit point for their activities. I ~l 

himself (See attachment) entered Thailand on three separate occasions in the span of one month, on 
9/17/99, 10/13/99 and 10/18/99. For additional info on this issue, you can browse Bangkok files

(U) A Front-page Bangkok Post newspaper article quoted 
an unnamed senior Lao government official who estimated that 300 
Hmong activists have recently entered Laos from a monastery in 
northern Thailand. According to this article, during the Vietnam 
War, many Hmong were recruited to join undercover U.S. and Thai 
forces to fight against Lao communist guerrillas. The Hmongs 
were also active against communist troops from the former North 
Vietnam who used parts of Laos to ferry supplies to Viet Cong 
forces fighting against the former U.S. -backed Saigon regime. 

Once the Laos People 1 s Revolutionary Party took control of the 
country in December 1975, many Hmong fighters and their families 
fled to Thailand where they lived in temples and refugee camps . 
The Lao government is preparing to celebrate the 25th anniversary 
of its revolution in December, and has said anti -government 
forces are stepping up terrorist acts in bids to embarrass and 
discredit the country. There are believed to be several Hmong 
groups active in Laos with around 10,000 fighters operating 
against the government .

On August 16, 2000, HQ received a call from the National Security Advisor to Dep Attorney General Eric 
Holder. A meeting was scheduled for Holder to meet Asst Sec of State Strobe Talbot that afternoon on 
our favorite subject Gen Pao. Talbot was unhappy with th e fact that I would not give much in details on 

the FBI’s investigation into insurgency activity. Myself and | 1 provided-a 

briefing to DOJ prior to the afternoon meeting. We explained without specifics what is going on and why 


we do not want DOS knowing case investigative specifics. 


After the meeting between Holder and Talbot we learned that the Thai government is applying pressure to 
state for US govt, action. Talbot wanted to give the Thai's some information to calm their concerns. The 
Thai Ambassador to the US gave a official demarche to Talbot recently and that has DOS concerned 
again. Holder explained to Talbot that case specifics were not available but that Talbot could receive very

general information. Talbot I am sure wasn't overly pleased but I understand that he believes that the Thai 
govt, would make more information available to the US if they realize we are seriously fighting the 
problem, i will work with DOJ on what info is suitable for DOS and even that should not automatically be 
provided to the Thai govt.
